Members of the Homestead Board 
were sitting around a table drinking a 
cup of coffee in the fall of '69, trying 
to find ways to raise money for the 
restoration of the new museum.

The 
members had expected around 50 
people and ended up serving 1,000. 
They were prepared with only three 
hams, one kettle of apple butter, and 
50 gallons of vegetable soup. They 
solved their problem by getting 
grocery store owners to open shops 
and by doing a lot of fast work. The 
attendance has grown from the 1,000 
people in 1969, to over 50,000 in 1982.
